Company in 
talks over 
new cinema 


TALKS are taking place with a 
company about opening a cin¬ 
ema in Newmarket, it has been 
revealed this week. 

David Rippington, who start¬ 
ed the campaign for a cinema, 
told the News: “I’ve been in con¬ 
tact with the managing direc¬ 
tor of this company, who I can’t 
disclose at the moment, and he 
says someone from the council 
has been in touch.” 

Forest Heath District Council 
later confirmed talks had been 
taking place. 

Mr Rippington added: “The 
managing director wants to 
meet with me and the Newmar¬ 
ket Wants A Cinema supporters 
some time after December 12 to 
hear for himself what Newmar¬ 
ket have been asking for and 
why. 

“West Suffolk council are con¬ 
trolling all of this. I think there 
are bigger plans than the cin- 
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ema. We’re also talking about 
leisure. But that could just be a 
rumour.” 

Newmarket Wants A Cinema 
campaign, which now has more 
than 2,600 supporters, has won 
the support of MP Matthew 
Hancock. 

Mr Hancock said: “I will con¬ 
tinue to keep campaigning for a 
cinema in Newmarket until we 
have one up and running. 

“There is widespread support 
for it, and the news that Forest 
Heath District Council is in talks 
with a potential investor is a very 
positive sign and a step in the 
right direction. With the com¬ 
munity and government’s in¬ 
terest and involvement, we will 
make a cinema in Newmarket a 


reality.” 

Cllr Lance Stanbury, Forest 
Heath District Council cabi¬ 
net member for planning and 
growth, said: “Newmarket Vi¬ 
sion, which involves all three 
tiers of local government, resi¬ 
dents and businesses all work¬ 
ing together, identified from the 
outset the creation of a town 
cinema as one of its aspirations. 

“It is still early days but we are 
working with interest groups in 
Newmarket to consider the fi¬ 
nancial implications and prac¬ 
tical delivery issues for such a 
scheme and we will take this for¬ 
ward as part of our work on the 
Newmarket Prospectus in 2017.”

Rise in attacks 


on 999 crews 



PHYSICAL attacks on staff at 
the East of England Ambu¬ 
lance Service have risen by 
19 per cent, new figures have 
revealed. 

There were 232 physical 
assaults against trust staff in 
2015/16, compared to 195 in 
2014/15. 

Criminal sanctions were 
brought against 66 people in 
the last year. 

One of the attacks was on 
emergency medical techni¬ 
cian Graham Hillman last 
October. 

He was called to attend 
to a drunken patient who 
lashed out and broke his 
glasses and then spat at him. 
His attacker was jailed for 16 
weeks and ordered to pay 
£125 compensation. 

“It is one of the most dis¬ 
gusting things that one per¬ 
son can do to another,” he 
said. “Lashing out is bad 
enough, but spitting is dis¬ 
gusting. 

“It makes me more wary 
and realise that not everyone 
is grateful to see us or fully in 
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control. 

“It is not the first time I 
have experienced violence, 
but is the first time I felt it 
needed to be reported and 
press charges. 

“The sentence validates 
the view that this behaviour 
is totally unacceptable. We 
were off the road for four 
hours because of what he 
did. 

“As 999 emergency ambu¬ 
lance staff, our only concern 
for our patients is to help 
them in every way that we 
can. 

“We should be able to do 
this without fear of being at¬ 
tacked, assaulted or having 
our personal property dam¬ 
aged in the process of doing 
so.” 

Other cases include senior 
paramedic Dil Patel, who has 
worked for the ambulance 
service for 12 years. He was 
punched by an aggressive 


diabetic patient while in the 
ambulance, who also bit a 
police officer. 

And paramedic Lola Arch 
was assaulted by a man last 
luly during a call out. 

She was pushed against a 
wall causing bruising to her 
head and he threw a heart 
monitor at her colleague. 

She had to give evidence in 
court and he was ordered to 
pay fines and compensation. 

Chief executive Robert 
Morton said: “It is appalling 
that some people are violent 
towards our staff when they 
are trying to help and pro¬ 
vide the best possible care to 
patients. 

“There’s no excuse for at¬ 
tacks on our staff. One as¬ 
sault against a colleague is 
one too many and can have 
a devastating impact on in¬ 
dividuals and their families. 

“It is unacceptable and 
we work closely with police 
to ensure that criminal pro¬ 
ceedings are brought against 
those who attack frontline 
staff.”

“I thought at some point 
someone was playing a 
prank on me but I’ve seen 
him carry some items. And 


they’re heavy ones as well. 
He jumps over fences. 

“It’s just so stupid. He 
brings home so much rub¬ 
bish. He’s like a Wo ruble.”

Safety fears may see 
war memorial moved

EXNING Parish Council is in talks 
over moving its war memorial to a 
new site. 

Councillors in the village have 
expressed “serious concerns” that 
proposals for mini-roundabouts 
near the memorial will cause safety 
issues during the annual Remem¬ 
brance Day service. 

Proposals were put forward by 
Suffolk County Council Highways 
(SCCH) in 2015 to combat traffic in 
preparation for a new development 
of 120 houses. 

The county council is unclear 
when the houses will be built. 

Roy May, chairman of Exning Par¬ 
ish Council, told the News : “Exning 
Parish Council (EPC) were notified 
in luly 2015 that SCCH intended 
to place two mini-roundabouts at 
the junction of Windmill Hill, Swan 
Lane, Church Street and Cotton End 
Road. 

“This work formed part of a Sec¬ 
tion 278 planning condition placed 
with the Charles Church housing 
development in Burwell Road. 

“EPC have serious concerns over 
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the positions of the proposed mini¬ 
roundabouts with regard to pub¬ 
lic safety in holding a respectful 
remembrance service, and for the 
safety of the war memorial struc¬ 
ture itself. 

“Following an extraordinary 
meeting of EPC in February attend¬ 
ed by well over 100 village residents, 
where many concerns were voiced 
regarding the safety aspect, the par¬ 
ish council formed a working group 
to explore the possibility of re-siting 
the memorial. 

“Currently the parish council are 
negotiating re-positioning to a site 
within the village and following full 
surveys a planning application will 
be made to the district council. 

“EPC, as custodians, are commit¬ 
ted to protecting the historic me¬ 
morial in memory of the fallen from 
the village in two world wars. The 
memorial was erected originally in 
1921 by public subscription. 


“An annual service of remem¬ 
brance at the current site organised 
by the Exning branch of the Royal 
British Legion requires a tempo¬ 
rary partial road closure order for 
public safety. The mini roundabout 
scheme would not improve this sit¬ 
uation.” 

A spokesman for Suffolk County 
Council said: “The placing of these 
two mini roundabouts is planned to 
mitigate the new community devel¬ 
opment in that area. 

“Safety is the number one factor 
in any highways work of this nature, 
and the new roundabouts will en¬ 
sure there is sufficient capacity on 
the roads around this area in years 
to come. 

“The new roundabouts will be no 
closer to the existing war memorial 
than roads are at present. 

“Road closures will continue to be 
in place during significant events 
at this location to reduce noise and 
disruption. 

“The developer is also offering to 
move the war memorial away from 
this location to a nearby church.” 


DEVOLUTION 

Borough council still hopes for devolution deal 


ST EDMUNDSBURY Borough Coun¬ 
cil is “optimistic” that a devolution 
deal can still be struck with the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The borough council voted in fa¬ 
vour of combining Suffolk and Nor¬ 
folk authorities on Monday after 
West Norfolk Borough Council said 
no. 

Forest Heath District Council was 
to hold a meeting last night to vote 
on the proposals. 

Cllr John Griffiths, leader of St 
Edmunsbury Borough Council, 
said: “Members of St Edmunsbury 
Borough Council have voted over¬ 


whelmingly in favour of continuing 
discussions with the Government 
about devolution. 

“We firmly believe that devolution 
is the right way forward for this area. 

“Devolution was, and I hope still is 
about devolving powers in areas to 
where people actually live and work. 

“So while the Norfolk and Suffolk 
deal may be off, we will be seeking 
urgent talks with the Secretary of 
State and are optimistic that a de¬ 
volution deal can still be developed 
and progressed.” 

The deal put forward by the gov¬ 
ernment included £750 million over 


30 years to support economic and 
job growth, as well as infrastructure 
development, plus £130 million over 
five years for homes. 

Control would also be given over 
a £225 million transport budget for 
four years. 

Cllr Jennie Jenkins, chairwoman of 
Suffolk’s public sector leaders group, 
said: “It was disappointing news to 
hear the results of the votes at West 
Norfolk Borough Council. 

“We will be seeking to explore the 
potential for a Suffolk-based devolu¬ 
tion deal and to investigate options 
for any alternative deal.”

Green 
light for 
handover 

SIX councils, including 
Forest Heath, have given 
the go ahead to Civil Park¬ 
ing Enforcement (CPE) 
plans. 

The agreement means 
that parking enforce¬ 
ment will become Suffolk 
County Council’s respon¬ 
sibility rather than the 
police. 

Tim Passmore, Police 
and Crime Commission¬ 
er, told the News: “This is 
really, really good news. 
[Parking] is not the best 
use of police time. 

“It will help them deal 
with criminals and pre¬ 
venting crime, and the 
public and local business¬ 
es will benefit because 
parking enforcement will 
be a lot more effective. 

“It’ll also ensure that 
disabled people’s bays 
aren’t taken up by people 
who jolly well shouldn’t 
well be there.” 

Police will still be re¬ 
sponsible for parking 
where it is a risk to public 
safety. This includes park¬ 
ing on a blind bend, or 
causing an obstruction. 

The transfer of powers 
will take place by 2018. 


Royal British Legion branch 
saved at emergency meeting 



A ROYAL British Legion 
branch has been saved from 
possible closure after a 
bumper turnout for an emer¬ 
gency meeting. 

Colin Plowright, president 
of Mildenhall RBL, told the 
News: “It went exceptionally 
well. We had a meeting last 
week and all committee posts 
were filled, and even one or 
two other people came for¬ 
ward to do other things, like 
Facebook posts. 

“After the lovely weekend 
we had on Remembrance 
Sunday, I was really chuffed 
the way things turned out. 

“We had 23 members 
round the table that night. 
We only get nine usually, so 
that gives you an idea. It was 
a good turnout. The publicity 
really did help.” 

Sandra Bromley, county 
secretary for the RBL in Suf¬ 
folk, said: “It’s lovely news. 
I’m really glad. I wanted to 
thank everyone for getting 
the message out there.” 

The Mildenhall branch, 
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which now has 57 members, 
had been without a chair¬ 
man, treasurer and secretary, 
prompting an emergency 
meeting on Tuesday last 
week to discuss its possible 
closure. 

The constitution of the RBL 
says that branches must have 
seven officer positions filled. 

Those vacant positions 
have now been filled by Tony 
Wheble (chairman), Helen 
Gower (secretary) and Gill 
Wheble (treasurer). 

However, Ms Bromley, be¬ 
lieves other RBL branches 
will still continue to struggle 
to fill officer posts. 

She said: “I’m afraid it’s the 
sign of the times of people 
not wanting to commit to 
running the branches. 

“The trouble is that some 
of the members have been 
running the branches for a 
very long time, but they’re 


coming to the end of being 
able, or not wanting to do it. 

“Exning, Newmarket, Bran¬ 
don, and Lakenheath are 
holding their own. But it’s a 
struggle.” 

Mr Plowright believes that 
it is a struggle to fill officer 
posts because the younger 
generations do not “have the 
time”. 

But he remained full of 
praise for groups such as the 
sea cadets and army cadets. 

He said: “No youngsters 
come forward for the officer 
posts, but I did affiliate with 
the army and sea cadets and 
they do us immensely proud 
every time they help with 
poppy selling. They were also 
involved in the parade and 
they did a wonderful job. 

“It would be quite nice if 
anybody came forward really. 
“The more the merrier.”

Residents 'angry' at warehouse plan 


RESIDENTS in Newmarket 
have hit out at the district 
council for allowing an 
application on Studlands 
Park to be re-submitted. 

Plans for a warehouse 
on St Ledgers Drive was 
rejected by Forest Heath and 
the Secretary of State this 
year because it was seen as 
"out of keeping" with the 
neighbourhood. 

Residents believe that the 
amended plans are "not 
even close" to what was 
suggested. 

The town council 
recommended on Monday 


that plans for the warehouse 
by Cl Industries should be 
rejected, for the third time 
in two years. 

Gail Spoore, a resident 
of Studlands Park, told the 
News: "We're very angry. 

It always seems to be this 
time of year that they send it 
through as well, when we've 
all got things going on. 

"It beggars belief that 
despite Forest Heath 
rejecting it, and the 
Secretary of State upholding 
its decision, that the 
application went through as 
quickly as it did. 


"The plans are not 
amended in accordance 
to the Secretary of State's 
suggestions, so why was 
it carried through as an 
amended application and 
not a new one?" 

A district council 
spokesperson said: "We 
would encourage people 
who have any comments on 
this application to submit 
them and they will be 
considered as part of the 
decision making process." 

Forest Heath will decide 
on the plans on Wednesday, 
January 4.

Appeal to take 
in black dogs 

THE Mildenhall branch of The Retired 
Greyhound Trust (RGT) is urging 
shoppers to give a home to its dogs 
ahead of Black Friday this week.

Time to keep a 
cool head 

IT didn't start in America and it didn't 
start with the election of Donald 
Trump. For months pundits have 
discussed the phenomenon of 'post¬ 
truth politics': politics deliberately 
based on simplification, appealing to 
the raw emotions of the electorate. 
Evidence, historical precedent, 
well-reasoned analyses: all count for 
nothing. In fact they are repudiated 
as being the preserve of elites. 

This populism replacing reasoned 
politics is now global and a major 
threat to universal human rights, to 
secularism, to reason, and to our 
British values. 

In India, Narendra Modi's Hindu 
nationalist government disparages 
the open secular framework that 
has long held the most diverse 
nation in the world in some sort 
of social harmony. In Poland, the 
Government is preparing once again 
for an aggressive assault on the 
rights of women, justified entirely 
through appeals to Catholic dogma. 

In the Philippines, President Rodrigo 
Duterte indulges in sermon-like 
attacks on atheists, interwoven with 
rabble-rousing cries to bring back 
the death penalty. And in Russia, 
Putin, re-elected president in 2012, 
has used aggressive foreign policy 
to settle domestic political issues 
while imprisoning those who offend 
the church or criticise his regime. In 
Turkey, we see one of the greatest 
tragedies of our age: a country full of 
cosmopolitan potential transformed 
into a police state under Erdogan, 
without democracy and without a 
free press or judiciary. In Hungary, 
the rule of law is rapidly becoming 
history. Elections in the next few 
months threaten the rise of far-right 
authoritarian parties in Austria, 

France, and the Netherlands. 

When the world is so very far 
from what we want it to be, there 
is a temptation to retreat, to tend to 
one's own garden and look to the 
private and the domestic. These are, 
after all, areas of our lives where we 
at least have some sort of control, 
and where we can have some 
positive effect. 

This isn't entirely the wrong 
instinct. Just as peace between 
nations starts with love between 
people and happiness in societies, 
our little choices can affect the bigger 
picture. 

Many of us champion secularism 
because we believe everyone is 
treated better when governments 
and churches are kept apart. We 
champion human rights not simply 
because we believe in the equal 
dignity of every living person, 
but because we know that this is 
something all-too easily forgotten 
by humankind. And we steadfastly 
champion democracy and the rule of 
law, along with those civil values that 
ensure their smooth functioning. 

In all that we do, these social 
values are our guides, along with 
reason, empathy, and kindness. The 
future is uncertain and ever harder 
to predict. But we must enter it 
optimistically, rationally, and with 
a cool head on our shoulders. We 
are entering a dark chapter in the 
human story, but the light has burned 
brightly in darker times than this. We 
all have a responsibility to tend the 


flame.

Concerns eased 
by new designs 


RESIDENTS’ safety concerns 
over Snailwell Road in New¬ 
market have been eased, 
after new designs of a horse 
walk showed that the road 
will be widened. 

Locals were invited to a 
meeting organised by Suf¬ 
folk County Council at the 
Racing Centre last week to 
discuss alterations to the 
horse walk. 

Many residents had com¬ 
plained of the horse walk 
after it was built “twice as 
wide as it should have been” 
almost two years ago. 

This made the road too 
narrow and caused vehicles 
to drive onto the horse walk. 

County and district coun¬ 
cillor Robin Millar told the 
News: “It was positive, we 
had lots of discussions. 
About half of the residents 
from the area showed up. 

“We’re widening Snailwell 
Road on the stretch between 
Fordham Road and Mal¬ 
colm Way. There’s currently 
a pitchpoint on that stretch 
which is only 4.57 metres, 
which will now be six metres. 
The horsewalk will now be 
two metres wide.

“The next step now is to 
listen to all the proposals 
that people made to make 
sure it’s in line.” 

Concerns were raised over 
the horse walk after a horse 
was killed on Snailwell Road 
in May this year. 

A lorry travelling down 
the road spooked a string of 
horses and one jumped into 
the road, slipped down and 
fell. The horse had to be put 
down because of its injuries. 

David Glover, a resident 
who lives on Snailwell Road, 
told the News: “Essentially, 
the residents have won. 

“The new plans are what I 
asked for 20 months ago. 

“Repair of the damaged 
verges, revision of parking 
restrictions and better speed 
calming will have to follow 
and were not in the new 
plans. 

“Thanks must go to coun¬ 
cillor Robin Millar for ar¬ 
ranging the consultation, lis¬ 
tening to our concerns and 
coming up with acceptable 


plans.” 

Arthur Roberts, who has 
raised issues with the horse 
walk for more than a year, 
said: “In general the resi¬ 
dents seemed satisfied. 

“I just hope the Horse¬ 
men’s Group are going to 
pick up the bill for the modi¬ 
fications to the walk.” 

Plans displayed at the Rac¬ 
ing Centre also showed that 
the horse walk will be ex¬ 
tended along the grass verge 
from Malcolm Way up to 
Pegasis Stables. 

Paul Jaggard, a resident 
who was almost hit by a 
heavy goods vehicle on 
Snailwell Road in 2015, said: 
“I don’t believe the reduction 
is enough. The horse walk 
should be reduced in width 
more. The idea of the exten¬ 
sion is good at just two me¬ 
tres wide and this must be 
built with us dog walkers in 
mind leaving a suitable verge 
to walk on.”

Police warning 
of rise in thefts 


NEWMARKET shoppers are 
being warned to watch out 
for thieves, after a 21 per 
cent rise in thefts. 

Suffolk Police say there 
were 387 thefts between 
January 1 and September 30 
compared to 304 last year. 

They say thieves are tar¬ 
geting major shopping ar¬ 
eas and have been stealing 
mobile phones, wallets and 
purses in particular. 

Detective Superintendent 
Andy Smith said: “Personal 
theft is primarily an oppor¬ 
tunist crime, and one which 
many people are unaware 
has occurred until later. 

“At this time of year people 
often carry more money, and 
with many of us using our 
mobile phones to store per¬ 
sonal data for online shop¬ 
ping, banking and social 
media, these can prove an 
attractive combination for 
thieves. 

“A variety of tactics and 
distractions are used to re¬ 
lieve you of your personal 
items; dipping into a bag

- often underneath a cover 
of a jacket or newspaper - 
bumping into you, distract¬ 
ing you so your focus is not 
on your property, or actively 
cutting the straps from your 
bag.” 

He added: “Having your 
phone, wallet or purse stolen 
can have immediate conse¬ 
quences. 

“Don’t give thieves that 
opportunity; by taking a few 
simple steps you can greatly 
reduce the risk of becom¬ 
ing a victim of this type of 
crime.” 

He suggests people: 

■ Carry wallets in an inside 
pocket, where possible, but 
never in your back pocket. 

■ Zip up hand and shoul¬ 
der bags, and carry with the 
fasteners against your body 
to stop a thief from dipping 
into them. 

■ Keep straps short and bags 
tucked under your arm, or in 


front of you. 

■ Don’t show your money - 
keep it safely in your pocket. 

■ Never leave your bags or 
other valuables unattended. 

■ Ensure any bags placed 
on the ground are in front of 
you 

To safeguard your mobile 
phone: 

■ Stay alert of what’s going 
on around you when using 
your phone in public. 

■ If you’re not making a call, 
keep your phone hidden 
away in one of your front 
pockets or inside a bag. 

■ Always use a security code 
or PIN. 

■ Download a tracking app, 
which could help trace your 
device if it’s stolen. 

■ Use an ultra violet marker 
to write information on it.

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How to prepare your 
classic car for winter 


W INTER can be hard on your 
car, what with the sub-zero 
temperatures, inclement 
weather and roads coated in salt, but 
with a little care, there's no reason 
why your classic can't make it through 
unscathed. 

■ Check the seals 

Water is not something you want to 
find in your car, and the downpours of 
a bleak winter will expose any chinks 
in your car's waterproofing armoury. 
Whereas it might be easy enough to 
dry the car out in the summer, it's far 
harder to get rid of the damp in cold, 
dark depths of winter. 

■ Check the mechanicals 

Obviously, it's important that you keep 
your car topped up with anti-freeze, 
but there are other bits and bobs that 
need to be checked before winter sets 
in. 

If you have a heater, make sure it 
works, and ensure more mundane 
things such as lights - including 
interior lights! - and tyres are 
checked. 

■ Consider hibernation 



CLASSIC: They need careful handling 
on and off-road 

It might sound like throwing in the 
towel, but sometimes discretion is the 
better part of valour when it comes 
to running a classic, and that means 
knowing when to admit defeat and 
confine your car to the garage. 

If you do choose to lay up your 
wheels, ensure your garage is free of 
damp and that any leaks in the roof 
have been fixed. 

Ideally, the car would be in a sealed 
tent with regulated humidity, but this 
isn't always possible, so make sure the 
garage is ventilated properly to stop 
moisture building up. 

It could also be worth filling up with 
a higher grade of petrol than normal. 
The ethanol found in most fuels can 


damage hoses and other perishables, 
but most petrol stations stock premium 
fuels with less ethanol. 

Check there are no damp patches 
around the door shuts and fix any 
issues as quickly as possible. It's also 
well worth making sure all the drain 
plugs are free of debris such as mud 
and leaves. 

■ Give it a wash 

Coating a car with water in winter 
might sound counter-intuitive, but 
giving the bodywork a clean and a 
new coat of polish can make a massive 
difference. 

A thick coat of polish will protect the 
paintwork and any brightwork, as well 
as making sure your motor looks smart 
and shiny. 

■ Stock up on Waxoyl (or similar) 

The autumn is a great time to clean 
off your car's underbody and give it a 
good coating of rustproofing. Mud and 
grit harbour damp, and that's a great 
way to cultivate rot. 

To prevent rust, clean mud and 
grime off the car, then use a protective 
substance such as Waxoyl to keep it all 
well sealed.

TAKE CARE: And be alert at all times 

30-minute max for 
newborns in car seat 

NEWBORN babies could be at 
risk of suffocation if they spend 
more than 30 minutes in a car 
seat, research has suggested. 

A recent study conducted by 
researchers from Great Western 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust 
in Swindon, the University of 
Southampton and the University 
of Bristol found that putting babies 
in an upright position could lead 
to breathing difficulties. 

A vehicle simulator was used 
to replicate the effects of placing 
a newborn baby in a car seat at 
the 40-degree angle required for 
travelling. 

Of the 40 newborn babies 
used in the study, researchers 
observed that a number of them 
experienced a dangerous drop in 
their blood oxygen levels, with 
some falling below 85 per cent 
saturation. This is far lower than 
the normal level in the high 90s. 

"Parents should not stop using 
car safety seats to transport their 
infants," say the authors. 


Jaguar opens new chapter with 1-Pace all-electric SUV 


JAGUAR has pulled the 
covers off its all new 
1-Pace Concept SUV, 
previewing what the 
company's first-ever 
electric vehicle will look 
like. 

The 1-Pace Concept 
is being pitted as an 
electric performance 
SUV, combining 
the silhouette of a 
supercar, the driving 
characteristics of a sports 
car and the practicality 
of a five-seat SUV. 

Jaguar claims that 
the all-electric SUV is 
capable of travelling 
more than 310 miles 
on a single charge 
(according to the EU 
NEDC charge cycle), 
meaning customers 
should only need to 
charge the vehicle once 
a week - considering the 
average daily commute 
is between 24-31 miles. 

Because of this 



superior range, Jaguar is 
confident the production 
version of the 1-Pace 
will be able to be used 
as a primary car, rather 
than in conjunction with 
a traditional petrol or 
diesel-powered vehicle. 

Electric motors at the 
front and rear axles give 
the 1-Pace Concept a 
combined power output 
of 395bhp and 700Nm 
of torque, allowing it to 
accelerate 0-60mph in 
around four seconds. 

Ian Callum, Jaguar's 
director of design, said: 
"This will be Jaguar's 
first-ever battery- 
powered electric vehicle 
and opens a new 
chapter in the history of 
our legendary brand."

How can driverless cars 
make ethical decisions? 


T HE majority of people in the 
UK have reservations about 
new driving concepts such 
as driverless and electric cars, but 
believe the popularity of such 
technologies will surge in the future, 
according to a new survey carried out 
by Northern Connectors. 

The survey revealed that 
almost two-thirds (65 per cent) of 
respondents cited safety issues - 
such as the driver not being in full 
control of their vehicle - as a main 
disadvantage of driverless cars. 

Almost half (49 per cent) are worried 
that machines would struggle with 
the ethical decisions that present 
themselves on the road and 50 
per cent agreed there would be 
uncertainty over who would be held 
responsible in the event of a crash. 

Almost 850 people took part in the 
survey and just under two-thirds (64 
per cent) said they would currently 
rather own a manual than a driverless

car, with many citing the joy of driving 
and the control and freedom it affords 
them, while others claimed they 
do not trust technology and believe 
manual driving to be safer. 

Scott Jones, general manager at 
Northern Connectors, a specialist 
distributor of industrial connectors 
and components to the car 
manufacturing sector, said: "Our 
findings show that while significant 
strides are being made to bring 
both driverless and electric cars to 


the wider market, many people are 
fearful about the unknown. 

"Can a driverless car decide 
whether to swerve to avoid a collision 
if it meant hitting another car? Who 
will be held responsible if a driverless 
car causes a crash? How long will it 
take to recharge an electric battery? 
Could it run out halfway through a 
journey? These are all valid questions 
for which people will want answers 
before they are able to place their 
trust in the new technologies. Once 
these fears are allayed, however, it 
seems the new vehicles will be much 
more widely embraced." 

Practical issues were also deemed 
a concern: more than three-quarters 
(77 per cent) pointed to difficulties 
with recharging, two-thirds (66 per 
cent) cited long recharging times, the 
same percentage raised fears about 
running out of electricity mid-journey 
and more than one-third (34 per cent) 
said they would worry about battery 


replacement issues. 

Just under half (45 per cent) of 
those questioned said they would 
currently rather own a petrol- 
powered car, compared to 26 per 
cent who would prefer an electric car 
and 29 per cent who don't know. 

Despite these reservations, most 
respondents expect use of both 
driverless and electric cars to increase 
in the future. It was shown that 
more than two-thirds (67 per cent) 
believe driverless cars will be either 
quite popular or very popular in the 
years ahead, while 73 per cent think 
electric cars will either be quite or 
very popular. Reduced driver fatigue 
(55 per cent) and a reduction in drink 
or drug driving accidents (52 per cent) 
were shown as the main advantages 
of driverless cars, while the main 
advantages of electric cars are that 
they are more environmentally- 
friendly (79 per cent) and there is no 
need for petrol (68 per cent).

RENAULT will complete the renewal 
of its revised family car line-up with 
the arrival of the all-new Megane 
Sport Tourer in UK dealerships next 
month. 

Based on the fourth generation 
Megane which launched in the UK 
earlier this year, the load-lugging

in no fewer than 25 variants with a 
choice of six trim levels, four engines 
and manual and auto transmissions. 

The Sport Tourer's big attraction 
will be its 521-litre boot which 


expands to 1,504-litres with the rear 
seats down. 

At launch there's a choice of four 
engines on offer -1.2 and 1.6-litre 
turbocharged petrol and 1.5 and 
1.6-litre turbodiesel alternatives. 

The basic Expression + model 
includes LED daytime running 
lamps, 16-inch alloy wheels, tinted 
windows, all-round electric windows, 
leather steering wheel, Bluetooth 
connectivity and 4 x 20W DAB radio 
with fingertip controls. 

Next year, a 1.5 litre diesel with 
Hybrid, electric assistance, are due.

MILDENHALL Town made it a club 
record 13 Thurlow Nunn League 
wins in a row with the 2-1 victory at 
home to Long Melford to keep them 
well clear at the top of the Premier 
Division. 

Steve Spriggs had an effort well 
saved by the Melford keeper after 
15 minutes, but he was not to be 
denied as he tucked the ball away 
10 minutes before half time follow¬ 
ing a powerful run by lacob Brown.
